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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance; The prior art 
of record does not teach nor suggest, in the claimed combination, an electrostatic 
micro-switch that connects two electrically conductive paths placed on a support 
wherein control electrodes are laid out on the distortion means and the support in two 
sets of electrodes, a first set of electrodes intended to generate a first electrostatic force 
to initiate the distorting of the distortion means until the first electrode set creates a 
mechanical contact with the distortion means, the ends of the conductor paths being 
sufficiently distanced from each other so that the contact stud does not electrically

connect the ends of the conductor paths, and a second set of electrodes intended to 
generate a second electrostatic force to continue the distorting of the distortion means 
so that the contact stud electrically connects the ends of the two conductor paths.
